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Inquiry launched after 
memorial trees felled

AN investigation is to be launched 
into precisely how and why a group 
of memorial trees were hacked 
down in Newmarket. 

At a stormy meeting on Monday, 
town councillors voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly in favour of an investigation 
being carried out, following emo¬ 
tional speeches by aggrieved mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

As reported by the News last 
week, the trees on Birdcage Walk 
were bought 11 years ago for £85 
each by local residents. Some were 
purchased in memory of loved 
ones. 

Resident Kath Parker, who owned 
one of the felled trees, spoke at the 
meeting. She said: “I think it’s a dis¬ 
grace that nobody has owned up to 
the error. 

“As a town council you are sup¬ 
posed to have our interests at heart. 
Those trees meant an awful lot to 
an awful lot of people.” 

Contractors had been hired to fell 
the trees in order to make room for 
a statue of the Queen to commem¬ 
orate her 90th birthday. 

Cllr Andy Drummond, of Forest 
Heath District Council, is a member 
of the Newmarket Commemorative 
Committee - set up to organise and 



deliver the statue project - which 
approved the work. 

On Monday night, he said: “I wish 
to apologise to the families that 
have been affected for my part of 
what’s happened. 

“Something has clearly gone very 
wrong in what we were doing as a 
commemorative committee and 
what the town council was doing in 
the background.” 

Town Mayor Cllr John Berry de¬ 


scribed the events as a “sorry epi¬ 
sode”. 

He said he had personally called 
a friend to let them know the tree 
bought in memory of their wife had 
been felled. 

“It wasn’t a pleasant conversa¬ 
tion at all,” he said. “It felt like I was 
phoning him up and telling him of 
a death in the family.” 

And he appealed to fellow coun¬ 
cillors and members of the public

not to pursue an investigation. 

“It’s not my intention to hold 
someone up to public scrutiny and 
public ridicule. Adding further to 
the misery that this whole sorry 
episode has caused is not the right 
thing in my view.” 

But the mayor’s request was de¬ 
nied, as Cllr Christopher O’Neill 
proposed an investigation be car¬ 
ried out to which councillors voted 
in favour. 

After the vote, residents and 
members of the commemorative 
committee met to talk outside the 
council chambers. 


Mick Smith, who runs the New¬ 
market Neighbourhood Watch page 
on Facebook, told the News : “We all 
went out with weapons drawn, but 
it didn’t turn out like that. Although 
I’m upset about the trees, I’m also 
trying to build bridges.” 

The Freshfields resident said he 
spoke of his desire to work together 
for community benefit in the town 
so that something good might 
come out of it. 

He said one of the ideas he of-

fered was a youth club. “It’s been a bugbear 
of mine for a while that the youths in this 
town have nothing to do,” he said. 

He has since discussed his idea with the 
Hon Peter Stanley, son of Lord Derby, who is 
chairman of The Racing Centre. 

Mr Smith said: “I’m really excited about 
this. It’s the fact that out of a sad situation, 
something good can come for the whole 
community. Hopefully we can build bridges 
in the town and use this to move forward.” 


Mr Stanley told the News : “Engagement 
with the youth is very important. 

“Historically with the nightclubs in New¬ 
market there have been problems with a 
drug culture, and the more people are in¬ 
volved [in community activities], the less 
they find time for trouble.”

THE Stable celebrated its 
20th anniversary in style last 
week. 

Staff at the centre, on New¬ 
market High Street, celebrat¬ 
ed with a cake and “loads 
of balloons” as they looked 
back on 20 years of service to 
the local community. 

Manager June Griffin, who 
has worked at the centre for 
16 years, said: “It’s a wonder¬ 
ful place. It’s a great chance 
for people to meet up who 
might otherwise be a bit 
lonely. 

“In this day and age, 20 
years is a long time.” 

Although The Stable op¬ 
erates as a coffee bar from 
Tuesday to Saturday, its 
doors are always open to 
local groups and organisa¬ 
tions, which hire out the 
space to put on their own 
activities. 

Currently the premises

caters for the local history 
group, art group, the New¬ 
market Cinema Club as well 
as other organisations. 

June said: “On Monday 
morning, there was the 
church toddler group, and 
then in the afternoon there 
was a retired group who play 
bingo. There’s always some¬ 
one in the building.” 

A main feature of The Sta¬ 
ble is its well-known youth 
club, which has been run¬ 
ning since its conception. 

The club, which takes 
place between 7pm and 9pm 
every Wednesday, regularly 
attracts more than 30 young¬ 
sters aged between eight and 
16 who attend for free. 

Club members can en¬ 
joy themselves by playing 
pool and table tennis. There 


is also a Playstation video 
games console and free 
Wifi, linking the youngsters’ 
phones straight up to the in¬ 
ternet. 

Rent is cheap enough to 
allow small clubs, such as 
the bridge club and church 
organisations, to make use 
of it. 

“Most of the groups are 
on a limited budget, but we 
charge very little money,” 
said June. 

A year ago, The Stable had 
to lose three of its staff so 
there were just two full-time 
employees remaining. 

“We don’t have a vast 
amount of profit - just 
enough to keep going,” said 
June. 

She said that trade had 
picked up since then and the 
centre is keen to acquire new 
volunteers to help with day- 
to-day running of the site.

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Friends pay tribute to an 
‘extraordinary character’

FRIENDS have paid tribute to a pop¬ 
ular gallery owner and “extraordinary 
Newmarket character” who died sud¬ 
denly at the age of 64. 

Nicholas Reed-Herbert, who 
owned Newmarket Gallery in Rous 
Road, died on April 7 after suffering 
a heart attack. 

He had run the gallery for 35 years, 
specialising in photographs of racing, 
Newmarket, and art by equine artist 
Jacquie fones. 

His funeral was held in Newmarket 
last Thursday. He leaves a wife and 
two sons. 

Sir Mark Prescott was a close friend 
of Mr Reed-Herbert and said he 
would remember his sense of hu¬ 
mour. 

He told the News : “Nick was an ex¬ 
traordinary Newmarket character. He 
was larger than life with a tremen¬ 
dous sense of humour. 

“He was a very generous host and 
had a presence that was really felt in 
a room. 

“He was an expert in jewellery and 
silver. He was a field sportsman, a 


shooting man and a coursing man. 

“He attended Huntingdon and 
Newmarket races with his stall sell¬ 
ing paintings. I shall miss him enor¬ 
mously.” 

Newmarket Gallery also dealt in 
antiques, and Mr Reed-Herbert spent 
a number of years travelling to auc¬ 
tions around the region where he was 
also an auctioneer. 

Over more than 30 years, he was in¬ 
volved in specialist sales of jewellery, 
coins, medals, sporting and other 
memorabilia auctions alongside TV 
auctioneer David Palmer. 

Mr Palmer said four generations of

his family had known Mr Reed-Her¬ 
bert, who “evoked the 18th century” 
and “could easily have been any of 
the characters in the prints of that 
period hanging on his walls”. 

Mr Palmer was at an auction and 
had to miss Mr Reed-Herbert’s funer¬ 
al - but he said the room was “filled 
with the scent of cigars at the time of 
the event”, which he always associ¬ 
ated with his friend. 

He said: “Nick auctioned at the 
various commercial salesrooms we 
covered with an easygoing manner, 
humour and a quiet air of aristocracy. 

“At one valuation day he had the 


owners of a gold pocket watch thank¬ 
ing him, even after he had prized the 
back off their heirloom and sent it 
spinning across the hall. 

“Time spent in Nick’s company was 
always entertaining.” 

Racehorse trainer and town mayor 
john Berry also paid tribute. 

Cllr Berry said: “I came to Newmar¬ 
ket in 1987 and one of the first things 
I heard about in the town was that 
there was a great art gallery here in 
Rous Road run by Nick Reed-Herbert. 

“I got to know Nick reasonably well 
over the years and he was invariably 
friendly. 

“Although I know it must have been 
difficult to run the gallery as a busi¬ 
ness, he kept doing it and he kept his 
enthusiasm. 

“By doing that he brought a lot of 
appeal to the town over a long pe¬ 
riod.” 

Derek Thompson, presenter and 
horseracing commentator for Radio 
Five Live and At the Races, tweeted 
last week: “Sad to hear of the death of 
Newmarket art dealer Nick Reed Her¬ 
bert following a heart attack. Always 
had a good chuckle with him at the 
races.” 


Questions 
must be 
answered 

QUESTIONS regarding 
the ownership of the 
controversial Newmarket 
Messenger newsletter must 
be answered in a month's 
time.

The Let’s Read scheme was 
launched in 2013 by the Newmarket 
News, in conjunction with the New¬ 


market Festival committee. 

An initial recruitment drive had 
overwhelming results and dozens of 
volunteers were soon linked up with 
schools, including Newmarket Acad¬ 
emy. 

They spend a few hours a week sit¬ 
ting with pupils, listening to them 
read and encouraging them. The 
relationship that develops between 
the pupils and the volunteer is in¬ 
valuable in helping them progress 
and build their confidence, said Mr 
Perkins. 

He added: “The volunteers that we 
have are incredibly warm and enjoy 
listening to the children, not just 
reading, but talking about their daily 


lives. 

“We are looking for people who 
like to spend time with the children 
and value them as young people. 

“The vulnerable children we have 
really benefit from the special atten¬ 
tion from an adult. They really look 
forward to that time.” 

The school are very hexible in the 
time that volunteers can offer.

A NEWMARKET stud owner 
has topped the list of richest 
people in the east of Eng¬ 
land. 

The latest edition of The 
Sunday Times Rich List 
named the region’s million¬ 
aires and billionaires - plus 
how much they’re worth. 

At the head of the top 20 
money league for the East of 
England are sister and broth¬ 
er Kirsten and Jorn Rausing, 
who share a fortune of £8.7 
billion. 

Some of their wealth de¬ 
rives from horseracing - 
Kirsten owns Lanwades Stud 
at Newmarket, as well as the 
Staffordstown Stud in Ire¬ 
land. 

But the bulk of their for¬ 
tune comes from the Swiss- 
based packaging group Tetra 
Laval, which makes milk and 
juice cartons. 

Kirsten, 63, and Jorn, 56, 
are leading shareholders in 
the business, formed out of 
the merger of Alfa Laval and 
Tetra Pak. Their late father 
Gad built up Tetra Pak with 
his brother Hans in Sweden 
in the 1950s and 1960s. 

London-based Jorn invest¬ 
ed £26.5 million in Ocado, 
the online retailer, a stake 
which is now worth £185 
million. 

Former Smithfield meat 
trader David Thompson and 
his wife Patricia have boost¬ 
ed their bank account by 
nearly half in the past year,

and appear at number 5. 

The owners of Cheve- 
ley Park Stud in Newmar¬ 
ket have seen their fortune 
swell by £220 million, a 45% 
increase in the past year, to 
now stand at £710 million. 

David, 80, founded the 
Hillsdown food group, which 
he sold in two tranches, net¬ 
ting around £290 million, 
and Patricia, 76, runs the 
Newmarket stud. 

The couple retain stakes 
in food and retailing firms 
worth £210 million. Their 
charity, the Thompson Fam¬ 
ily Charitable Trust, has 
assets of £113 million and 
generated £7.9 million of in¬ 
vestment income for charity, 
while donating a further £4 


million last year. 

Ninth on the list is Paul 
Day, of the Soham haulage 
firm Turners, on £255 mil¬ 
lion. 

The firm started in 1930 by 
brothers Wallace and Frank 
Turner with just one vehicle. 
They moved the Turners em¬ 
pire to Soham in 1993 under 
the control of Paul Day. 

The business now looks 
after meat and poultry for 
Tesco, and distributes fresh 
produce for Tesco, Sains- 
bury’s and Asda. 

They also distribute fuel 
for TOTAL and Sainsbury’s, 
as well as nationwide distri¬ 
bution for Cadbury’s.

HELP, SUPPORT AND GUIDANCE: Home-Start wants to

From a shoulder to cry on to help in getting a child settled 
into school; Natalie Robinson talks to Home-Start project 
co-ordinator Maria Price about the valuable work the 
organisation does - and how they need volunteers so that 
they can set up here in Newmarket 


A CHARITY aimed at helping 
families is trying to branch 
out into Newmarket and 
surrounding areas - but they 
need your help. 

Volunteers are being sought 
for Home-Start, a national 
organisation which works in a 
family home on a one-to-one 
basis, aiming to give children a 
better, brighter future. 

The charity, which started in 
Leicester nearly 40 years ago, 
has been operating successfully 
in mid Suffolk for more than 30 
years. 

They want to start working to 
support families in Newmarket 
too. 

Maria Price, project co¬ 
ordinator, said: "Families can 
have a huge breadth of issues 
that they need help or support 
with. 

"That could be emotional 
support or direct support for 


children. 

"It is about parents being 
able to manage challenging 
behaviours and getting into 
routines. 

"We can also help with 
disability and isolation - people 
can live in the middle of 
Newmarket and still be so lonely. 
We can also help them access 
other services." 

Unlike other charities, Home- 
Start cannot work with families 
unless the families invite them 
into their homes. 

However, so that they can start 
taking referrals in Newmarket, 
they need volunteers. 

The volunteers would first 
be given a six-week training 
programme. No qualifications 
are needed. 

They would then be allocated 
a family and would work with 
them two to three hours a week. 

All Home-Start ask is that

volunteers have some experience 
with parenting, whether that is 
being a parent themselves or 
looking after younger siblings. 

"We are looking for younger 
volunteers, especially young 
parents with young children, but 
we need an age range," Maria 
said. 

"Some families respond well to 
younger volunteers, others need 
older volunteers. Young boys 
need men to act as a good role 
model. 

"There are all sorts of 
volunteers needed." 

Maria added: "Volunteers 
need to be friendly and have a 


caring attitude. 

"They need an ability to 
understand the pressures of 
being a parent." 

Home-Start see a variety of 
cases including a family with 
three children with an issue of 
neglect. 

Their volunteer helped them 
to establish a cleaning routine 
and create healthy meals to 
better care for them. 

In another case, the volunteer 
worked with a mother of two 
young children whose husband 
died in a car accident. 

The volunteer gave her 
emotional support and was 
someone to talk to.

Cycling 5,868 miles 
for war-torn countries 


AN adventurous couple have cy¬ 
cled 5,868 miles from Vietnam 
to Nepal to raise funds to clear 
unexploded bombs in countries 
with a lasting legacy of war. 

Ryan Graver, 29, of Exeter 
Road, Newmarket, and Lucy 
Ross-Millar, 26, a former re¬ 
porter for the Cambridge News , 
pedalled through Vietnam, Laos, 
Thailand, Myanmar, north east 
India and Nepal over six months, 
starting in CanTho, southern Vi¬ 
etnam in October last year. 

The pair were inspired to un¬ 
dertake the physical challenge 
after teaching English in Viet¬ 
nam and seeing the effects of 
the unexploded bombs that lit¬ 
ter the countryside from north 
to south. 

Lucy said: “We both enjoy 
travel and endurance sport, and 
wanted to give something back 
to the country we called home 
for over a year.”

The scale of bombardment 
during the Vietnam War in the 
1960s and first half of the 1970s 
means that, decades on, people 
are still dying or losing limbs. 

Lucy added: “In rural areas 
many poor families are forced to 
farm rice fields which are riddled 
with unexploded ordnance. They 
risk death or injury because they 
are so desperate for income to 
support their families. Daily life 
can be extremely tough.” 

Lucy and Ryan have so far 
raised £1,260 for the Mines Ad¬ 
visory Group (MAG), a charity 
which reclaims contaminated 
land and creates safe conditions 
for development, transforming 
the lives of poor, rural commu¬ 
nities. 

Ryan said that raising funds 


for MAG helped to provide a 
purpose to the many thousands 
of miles and gruelling climbs. 

He said: “The journey was 
often amazing but when I was 
cycling up a mountain on the 
edge of heat exhaustion it was 
motivating to remember that the 
hardship was nothing compared 
to what victims of unexploded 
bombs have to suffer.” 

The couple wildcamped in 
their tent, stayed in monaster¬ 
ies and guesthouses and were 
occasionally welcomed into the 
homes of generous families by 
the roadside. 

Ryan added: “I love the slow 
and simple lifestyle of cycle 
touring and experiencing so 
many diverse cultures well off 
the tourist trail. We have learnt 
so much from the kind and gen¬ 
erous people we have met along 
the way.” 

In Myanmar, Lucy suffered a 


knee injury and had to hitchhike 
and take buses and trains for 
part of the journey. Ryan contin¬ 
ued cycling alone. 

She said: “It was a challenging 
trip with lots of ups and downs. 
The scenery was breathtaking in 
many of the remote areas we cy¬ 
cled through, but it is the smiles 
and kind gestures from people 
that will always have a special 
place in my heart.” 

MAG works in 40 countries, 
including Vietnam, Laos and 
Myanmar. A spokesman for the 
charity said: “Every penny Lucy 
and Ryan have raised will mean 
so much to those who are able 
to get back to their lives, free of 
the fear of landmines and unex¬ 
ploded bombs.”

VICTIMS of stalking in Suffolk 
are being urged to seek help as 
art of a national campaign to 
ighlight the issue. 

National Stalking Awareness 
Week was held last week to 
encourage people who believe 
they are being targeted to speak 
out. 

Suffolk police recorded 46 
incidents of stalking in 2013/14, 
74 incidents in 2014/15 and 
27 between April 1, 2015 and 
February 4, 2016. 

Detective Superintendent 
Dave Cutler, who heads Suffolk 
Constabulary's Protecting 
Vulnerable People Directorate, 
said: "Stalking can consist of 


many types of behaviour and 
these can just as easily be across 
social media as more physical 
forms. 

"If the behaviour is persistent 
and clearly unwanted causing 
you fear, harassment or anxiety 
then it is stalking and you should 
not have to live with it. 

"Stalking often has a huge 
emotional impact on the victim, 
they can feel very much alone 
and unable to seek help for fear 
of repercussions or that they will 
not be taken seriously. 

"However we would ask that 
if you have concerns you come 
and speak to us."

Primary school 
welcomes ‘good’ 
Ofsted report 


A PRIMARY school inspected 
by OfSTED just weeks before 
the head teacher retired has 
been rated ‘good’ in all areas. 

The quality of teaching, 
behaviour and attitude of 
pupils and the leadership of 
the headteachers and gov¬ 
ernors, helped give Isleham 
Primary School an overall 
‘good’ rating. 

The welcome news follows 
a report in 2014 that said the 
school, located off Malting 
Lane, ‘required improve¬ 
ment’. 

However, the latest docu¬ 
ment, published last week, 
states: “Leaders and gover¬ 
nors provide good leader¬ 
ship. 

“They are determined to 
make further improvements. 
The culture throughout the 
school is one of ambition for 
all. ” 

Lormer head teacher 
Nicola Bramley, who retired 
two weeks after the inspec¬ 
tion took place, was praised 
in the report. 

“The head teacher pro¬ 
vides strong leadership. She 
has worked well with the 
two deputy head teachers to 
ensure that the actions they 
have taken have improved 
the school since the previous 
inspection. 

“Monitoring and evalua-

tion are very strong. Senior 
and middle leaders know the 
school’s strengths and weak¬ 
nesses and work relentlessly 
to address them. There is a 
culture of mutual respect 
and collaborative leadership 
throughout the school,” said 
the report. 

The report went on to state 
that grades at the end of Key 
Stage 1 were said to be below 
the national average “but 
improving slowly”. 

At Key Stage 2, it said at¬ 
tainment was above the na¬ 
tional average, “but not for 
the most-able pupils”. 

The inspectors added that 
“pupils’ social, moral, spir¬ 
itual and cultural develop¬ 
ment is supported very ef¬ 
fectively”, and that children 
are well-behaved and proud 
of the school. 

One of the biggest merits 
was in the early-years learn¬ 
ing environment, which was 
labelled “exciting and stimu¬ 
lating”. 

“The curriculum is rich 
and varied and teaching is of 
a consistently high quality. 

“The proportion of chil¬ 
dren who achieve a good 


level of development at the 
end of Reception Year is just 
above that expected.” 

The inspectors said the 
school was not yet consid¬ 
ered ‘outstanding’ for two 
main reasons. Lirstly, they 
said, pupils had not yet de¬ 
veloped confidence to work 
on their own. 

They added that lower at¬ 
taining pupils do not always 
make as much progress as 
other pupils in writing and 
mathematics. 

Despite the few criticisms, 
acting headteachers Rhian 
Bond and Dawn Deacon 
said they were pleased that 
the report recognised the 
strengths of the school. 

They said the journey of 
school improvement re¬ 
flected the hard work of the 
whole school community, 
including pupils, parents 
and staff. 

They said: “We are im¬ 
mensely proud of our 
achievement and look for¬ 
ward to our continued de¬ 
velopment.”

Vet supports campaign 
to give owners a choice 



CAMPAIGN LEADER: Dick White says he

A LEADING vet based in Six Mile 
Bottom has called on an insurer 
to drop a new policy that would 
limit the practices pet owners can 
use when their animal is ill. 

Dick White, of Dick White 
Referrals, is leading a national 
campaign called Vets for Choice 
which calls for insurers Royal and 
Sun Alliance (RSA) to abandon 
their “preferred referral network” 
policy, 

RSA created a network of 28 
approved vet practices and pet 
owners insured with companies 
who have policies underwritten 
by them will have to choose from 
the list. 

If they use a practice not on the 
RSA’s list they will have to pay an 
extra £200. 

Professor White said: “RSA has 
adopted the same mentality to 
caring for much-loved pets as it 
has getting a car fixed. 

“But as animal lovers will tes¬ 
tify, the two do not compare. 
Choice should not be confined to 
a list of practices provided by an 
insurance company-particularly 
as some of the practices on the 
RSA list do not even employ spe-

cialists.” 

The campaign group, Vets for 
Choice, also said that the cur¬ 
rent list had very limited coverage 
around the UK and that it “must 
be the absolute right of pet own¬ 
ers” to select the most appropri¬ 
ate referral centre for each case. 

A spokesperson said: “Just as in 
the medical profession GP, vets 
will explain the options for refer¬ 
ral and recommend the specialist 
or referral centre that they con¬ 
sider to be the most appropriate 
for the case. This recommenda¬ 
tion must be based on clinical 
considerations and not on finan¬ 
cial ones. Pet owners should then 
be free to make their choice.” 

Now, Vets for Choice has 
launched a petition to ask RSA, 
More Than and Tesco to amend 
the policy back to its original for¬ 
mat and “give full choice” back to 
pet owners. 

But a spokesperson for the RSA 
Group said the policy brought af¬ 


fordability for pet owners. 

They said: “We are passionate 
about protecting our custom¬ 
ers and their pets. The major¬ 
ity of pets are uninsured and in 
part this is due to the rising cost 
of claims impacting insurance 
costs. Together with our partners 
we are acting to ensure pet insur¬ 
ance remains affordable for the 
many not just the few. 

“Our new policy is just one part 
of our strategy to keep pet insur¬ 
ance affordable whilst offering 
our customers more choice about 
where their cover is spent and 
better value on their cover limits.”

A CHORAL dark, a drumroll for 
milk or a bassy white: for some 
people, eating can be music to the 
ears - literally. 

A handful of people around the 
world live with a condition called 
Taste Sound Synaesthesia, which 
causes them to hear music when 
they eat. 

Emily Brighty, 19, of Granby 
Street in Newmarket, has explored 
the condition with chocolate made 
at Artisty in Cocoa, the shop in Sun 
Lane owned by her mum Cheryl. 

Emily is halfway through creating 
a symphony based on what people 
with the condition heard when 
they tucked into the 
treats, which she 
will be recording at 
All Saints Church on 
Saturday. 

Emily said: “A few 
years ago my mum 
was at a choco¬ 
late show and met 
a woman who had 
the condition and 
she was talking 
about how choco¬ 
late ‘sounds’ to her. 
I wanted to do a piece of music 
based on that. We sent people dif-

ferent chocolates and they told me 
what they could hear from those.

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A former amateur jockey, Sara Cumani - wife of Derby- 
winning trainer Luca - has lived and worked at the heart of 
Newmarket for almost four decades. 

Now, as she tells Alice Ryan, she wants to show the public 
what a “wonderful, interesting and unique” town it is 

Trainer father, Sergio, and 
Champion Amateur Jockey 
mother, Elena, he joined Sir 
Henry Cecil's team in the early 
1970s, before, in 1976, going it 
alone at Bedford House. 

"My mother-in-law was an 
amazing woman," adds Sara. 
"She only took up riding in 
her 20s and went on to be 
Champion Amateur on the 
flat and over the jumps: it's 
astonishing." 

Sara too rode as an amateur: 
"I rode my first race when I was 
five months pregnant with my 
son, Matty. I look back and I 
didn't have a clue what went 
on; it was a complete blur. But I 
was lucky enough to go on and 
have some very nice rides - and 
some very nice wins." 

Sara looks fondly on a 
partnership with a horse called 
Barley Bill, which led to three 
wins, "but one of my most 
treasured moments has to be 
a win on Eastern Mystic at 
York. The prize was your own 
bodyweight in champagne - 
that's a good prize! - and it was 
made all the sweeter by the fact 
it was a photo-finish." 

The Cumanis' children - 
both of whom currently live in 
Australia - are following in the 
family footsteps: Matt has just 
taken out his trainer's licence 
and Francesca, who's also seen 
success as an amateur jockey, 
is a TV racing presenter. "She 
was also working for CNN 
until recently, but she's about 
to have a baby," explains Sara, 
who plans to go to Sydney soon 
after her first grandchild's arrival 
this month. "Having both your 
children in Australia has its 
good and bad points: yes, it's a 
long way away, but it's a great 
place to go to escape the British 
winter. . ." 

As well as riding, Sara is 
hands-on with the breeding 
side of the business: she's at the 
helm of Fittocks, the Cumanis' 
stud in Upend. The enterprise, 
which has grown from 


D RIVE through Newmarket 
in the early morning and, 
of course, you know 
instantly you're in the home of 
horse racing. 

But arrive in town after lunch 
and, says Sara Cumani, "you 
wouldn't have a clue". 

There's plenty going on, but 
everything's happening behind 
closed doors. 

Her own home - the historic 
Bedford House yard, off Bury 
Road - is a case in point. 

From the roadside, it's all high 
walls and closed gates; on the 
inside, it's a hive of activity. 

Blessed with pretty period 
buildings and glorious pockets 
of greenery, the yard is buzzing 
with stable staff. Back in their 
boxes, the horses poke a velvety 
nose over their stable doors as 
the lads and lasses come and 
go; keen, it seems, not to miss 
any action. 

Sara's husband, acclaimed 
trainer Luca Cumani, bought 
the yard from Jack Clayton in 
the 70s. Since then, Bedford 
House has given rise to 
umpteen top-flight flat horses, 
including Derby winners 
Kahyasi (1988) and High Rise 
(1998). Last season alone, 
the Cumanis clocked up 50 
winners - the most notable 
being Postponed, which 
scooped the Group 1 
King George IV Stakes. 
"Newmarket is the 
most wonderful, 
interesting and 
unique place," 
says Sara, settling 
at her kitchen 
table with a 
mug of coffee. 
"There's a real 
community 
drive now 
to show 
off what 


Newmarket has to offer: we 
want to open those closed 
doors and show everyone what 
a special town it is. We want 
more people to come here and, 
above all else, for them to have 
fun - so hopefully they'll want 
to come back." 

Sara is in her second year as 
chairman of the Newmarket 
Open Weekend committee. An 
annual event, which last year 
grew from one day to two, it 
gives members of the public 
chance to go behind the scenes 
of racing life: to take a tour of a 
trainer's yard, visit bloodstock 
auction house Tattersalls, have 
a flutter at a family-friendly 
race day, see inside the town's 
two equine hospitals, and, 
arguably the biggest thrill, go 
up on the Gallops to watch the 
thoroughbreds working. 

"That is special," says Sara. 
"There's no greater pleasure 
than riding a racehorse up the 
Lime Kilns or Warren Hill on a 
summer's morning; on a sleety 
winter's day it can be absolutely 
miserable, but when it's summer 
and the sun's coming up. . . 
There's no better feeling." 

And Sara should know. 

A skilled horsewoman, she 
rode out until just last year, after 
a fall resulted in a broken hip. 
"I've broken enough bones now 
not to want to break any more. 
But I do miss riding out: I miss 
listening to all the chat between 
the lads, and of course I miss 
working with the horses. They're 
such amazing creatures; to be 
able to ride them like that is a 
privilege." 

Having grown up with horses 
- "I had the typical English 
country childhood, complete 
with a couple of ponies, which 
I loved" - Sara's affinity with 
the animals led to a job with 
the British Bloodstock Authority. 
"I came to Newmarket for the 
sales, met an Italian. . . and the 
rest is history." 

The Italian was, of course, 
Luca. The son of a Champion 
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a handful of mares inherited from Luca's 
father in the mid-80s, has produced a long 
line of star performers - most recently 
Koora, who already has three wins to her 
name and "looks like she'll be pretty smart 
as a 4 year old". Sired by Cheveley Park's 
hero stallion Pivotal, Koora is descended 
from Kalata, half-sister of the Derby¬ 
winning Kahyasi. Another home-grown one 
to watch, adds Sara, is Guineas hopeful 
Materialistic. 

"I love being out at Fittocks," she says, 
confiding that the long-term plan is to retire 
to the stud, making way for Matt to take the 
reins at Bedford House. "The countryside is 
so beautiful - I am a real country girl - and 
the foaling season is particularly special. You 
see them staggering about on their gangly 
legs . . . Watching them grow is a delight." 

When it comes to the question of what 
makes a good horse, Sara is circumspect: 
"Ask 10 people about 10 horses and they'll 
say 10 different things about each one. For 
me, I've got to like the look of it. Yes, it 
needs to be relatively correct; everything's 
got to be in the right place. But I like to see 
some personality, too: a good horse has to 
have something about it." 

When matching stallions with their mares 
at Fittocks, Sara says she, Luca 
and team always go for the best 
budget will allow. "We're lucky 
in Newmarket, because we've 
got so many amazing stallions on 
the doorstep." 

Take the Darley-bred Dubawi, 
currently commanding a cover fee 
of £225,000: he is, says Sara, "a 
stunner and his offspring have 
such a great temperament; they 
just want to win". 

Postponed - the Cumanis' 

2015 King George winner - was 
sired by Dubawi; owned by Sheikh 
Mohammed Obaid Al Maktoum, 
he was part of a 35-strong string 
removed at sudden notice from 
Bedford House last year. Seemingly 
a bolt from the blue, the move 
made headlines in both the racing 
and mainstream press. 

Luca will be among the dozens of 
trainers opening their yard as part 
of this year's Newmarket Open 
Weekend, which falls on September 
1 7 and 18. 

"The Open Weekend isn't just aimed 
at racing fans - it doesn't matter if you've 
never been racing in your life. In fact 
anyone who worries racing is cruel can 
come and see how totally pampered 
the horses are; they're beautifully, 
beautifully looked after and yes, they

are asked to run a bit occasionally, but that's 
fairly much in their make-up." 

To mark 350 years of racing in 
Newmarket, the town's new Heritage 
Centre will be unveiled at this year's Open 
Weekend, with visitors getting a first look 
at the multi-million-pound development. 
Alongside galleries of sporting art and racing 
memorabilia, attractions will include live 
racehorses stabled on-site. "I think that's so 
important. As I said, at the moment anyone 
who comes to Newmarket after lunch 
wouldn't see a horse - but now they'll be 
able to." 

The Open Weekend raises funds for 
local causes; this year's good causes are 
Racing Welfare's Newmarket Housing 
Project, which will provide much-needed 
accommodation to new stable staff, and 
Newmarket Day Centre. 

"Both are brilliant causes. The 
accommodation issue is a serious one: 
there's a massive shortage of stable staff. 
They train at the Racing School, where they 
get looked after beautifully, but so often 
end up leaving Newmarket at that point; 
although the jobs are here, there's just not 
enough good accommodation." 

Sara says she hopes 2016's Open 

Weekend will be the biggest 
and best yet. "Newmarket is 
celebrating 350 years of racing 
this year: that's an impressive 
heritage; something the whole 
town should be proud of. We 
have so much to be proud of 
here - so let's show it off."

ELECTRIC and hybrid cars are giving 
owners the biggest buzz, according to 
the results of the latest Auto Express 
magazine Driver Power survey. 

The annual study has for the first 
time been dominated by plug-in cars 
like the Tesla Model S and Renault 
Zoe, with Lexus hybrids also making up 
three of the top six. 

Almost 50,000 responses from 
owners, rating their cars across all 
aspects from performance and comfort 
to build quality and reliability resulted 
in the long-running study's first ever 
perfect 100 per cent score, won by 
the Model S in the category Ease of 
Driving. 

The Model S took seven individual 
category wins and topped the overall 
table with a record total satisfaction 
rating of 97.46 per cent. 

Arguably an even greater surprise, 
though, was the emergence of the 
humble Renault Zoe in second place 
overall. Having sustained much 
criticism from the motoring press 
for what has been called a cheap¬ 
feeling interior, lower-than-expected 
driving range and ride quality issues, 
the Driver Power survey suggests that 
owners love it. 


Renault has also taken the last place 
on the 2016 podium with the Kadjar, 
which shares a platform with the 
Nissan Qashqai but offers more space 
for the price. 

Lexus had another strong showing, 
with four cars in the top 10 including 
both the second and third generation 
of RX SUV. The predominantly hybrid 
ranges are clearly leading to satisfied 
owners. 

Brian Walters, director of research 
and insight at Driver Power, said: "With 
seven individual category wins, it's 
hard to dispute the appeal of the Tesla. 
This is the first time this manufacturer 


has appeared in the Driver Power 
survey, but with results like these, 

I'm certain we'll see more of it in the 
future." 

Walters also rebuffed the idea of any 
additional and distorting sense of self- 
satisfaction among Tesla and electric 
car drivers, stating his belief that all car 
owners in the survey judge their cars 
according to what is most important to 
them, and whether that car meets or 
exceeds those expectations.

Driverless era ‘will be 
chance to drink-drive’ 


D EFINITIVE research from 

The Co-operative Insurance 
has found many young 
drivers are misguided when it 
comes to driverless technology, 
as a new report 'Young people in 
the driving seat' reveals a range 
of misconceptions, many with 
potentially serious consequences. 

Despite young people often 
embracing new technology quickly, 
it seems as though driverless cars 
are testing many to their limits. Over 
half - 55 per cent - think driverless 
technology is not appealing, as 
opposed to 37 per cent who 
welcome it. 

Over a fifth (22 per cent) believe 
they will be free to consume as 
much alcohol as they want while 
behind the wheel, and nearly a 
quarter (24 per cent) think they 
will be able to have a snooze at the 
same time as being driven around in 
the safety of the vehicle. 

In reality, it isn't as simple as 
getting in your vehicle and being 
driven around: drivers need to be 
seated in the driver's seat at all 
times, adhering to the laws of the 
road, while being capable of taking 
over immediate manual control in

the event of a technology failure or 
other emergency. 

Steve Kerrigan, head of telematics 
at The Co-operative Insurance, 
said: "This research has shown that 
young drivers are unprepared and 
uninformed about self-driving cars. 
Many even mistakenly believe that 
you will be able to drink alcohol 
and sleep it off while you are driven 
home." 

Sarah-Jane Martin, spokesperson 
for Brake, the road safety charity 
said: "This research shows that 
a worrying proportion of young 
people don't have all the facts and 
are often misinformed over how 
technology can help protect them. 

"The vast majority of road crashes 


are caused by a mistake or risk 
taken by a driver so we welcome 
any technology that can engineer 
driver error and risk-taking out of 
the equation. Technology is already 
being used to make roads safer 
and save lives, and this is a rapidly 
developing field with the potential 
to stop more people suffering 
the awful consequences of road 
crashes." 

It appears, driverless cars also 
divide national opinion, resulting 
in a North/South divide, as the 
report has found that young drivers 
in Scotland (55 per cent) are least 
likely to invest in the technology, 
whilst (43 per cent) of drivers in the 
South East and London are more 
receptive to it. 

Over a quarter (29 per cent) 
of young drivers are attracted by 
the new technology because they 
believe there will be less human 
error. And 24 per cent of young 
drivers like the idea of driverless cars 
because there is no actual driving 
involved, while (24 per cent) think 
they won't need to monitor things 
such as, tyre pressure or windscreen 
washers, as it will all be automatic.

A right royal sausage! 





T ell us how the Musk's sausage originated. 

It goes back to 1884, when James Musk 
married Mrs Drake, a butcher's widow, and 
they started trading from the Drake Shop in Market 
Street, Newmarket. Legend has it that James 
inherited a sausage from Mrs Drake's late husband 
and that they must have discussed sausage plans on 
their wedding night, but we'll never know that for 
sure. James was clearly quite a character. He was 
only about 23 and his bride was a widow of 33, with 
two shops and a house of her own. They went away 
to Kent to get married, which rather suggests it was 
frowned upon in Newmarket. Poor old James died in 
1905 and we got our first Royal Warrant in 1907. 

Did Musk's do anything to celebrate the Queen's 
birthday on April 21? 

For three months we are having a gold-coloured 
pack for our main product, which should make it stand 
out on the shelves. 

So what makes a Musk's sausage so special? 

There are traditionally a lot of pigs around 
Newmarket as they clear up after the horses. And with 
a surplus of pigs comes lots of pork butchers. Other 
sausages use rusk as a filler, but we use bread from 
local bakers and that gives our sausages a nice open 
texture. Plus, we only use prime British pork shoulder 
meat, whereas other sausages tend to use all sorts of 
unmentionables. 


What is your secret recipe? 

We use a very special blend of spices. But let's keep 
it a secret, shall we? There's more mystique that way . . . 

When we shop for sausages, what should we be 
looking for? 

Meat content and quality of meat. If you spend very 
little on a sausage, you're going to get a 
lower quality, I'm afraid. 

How many sausages do you make in a 
week? 

Roughly, we aim to make 30,000- 
40,000lb of sausages a month, so two- 
three tonnes a week. [Readers, for your 
information, that's roughly the weight of an 
elephant.] 


How did you come to be at Musk's? 

My wife comes from Norfolk and on the way up there 
to see her parents we'd always call in at Newmarket to 
buy sausages to take with us. I came to hear that Lord 
Ronaldshay was selling up and, as I know a bit about food 
and love the product, I thought I could do something with 
it, so I purchased it in 1999. 

What's your favourite Musk's sausage? 

Just our basic Newmarket sausage. But we do a

gluten-free variety now, with rice as filler instead of bread. 
Delicious. 

I think Musk's were actually the first gluten-free sausage 
to hit the market. 

We also do a pork and leek, a pork and Aspall Cyder and 
we're currently doing a reduced-fat sausage. 

Plus there's a Christmas one (chipolatas with chestnuts 
and cranberries), which won UK Sausage of the Year in 
2015. 

So is all the scaremongering about sausages true? 

Well of course if you eat a hell of a lot of anything it's 
going to affect you, but I think everything in moderation is

Do you eat a lot of sausages? 

I certainly do! We have a family tradition that our first 
meal back from any holiday is always sausages.

ROB Huff suffered disappointment 
in Hungary as he had to settle for 
sixth and 11 th place in the latest 
round of the World Touring Car 
Championship.

Mehdi Bennani led from start 
to finish, while Tom Chilton 
came from 10th on the grid to 
make it a one-two for Sebastien 
Loeb Racing. 

Huff finished out of the points 
in 11th place, having been passed 
late on by Rene Munnich. 

A drive-through penalty in the 
main race, put paid to Huff's 
hopes to a podium place. 

Huff started third on the 
grid and made a great start, 
overtaking Tom Coronel and 


then putting pressure on pole- 
sitter Lopez. 

Muller had also made an 
excellent start moving up from 
seventh to third and then passed 
Huff for second place before 
the safety car was required after 
Gregoire Demoustier crashed. 

After the restart, Lopez was 
unable to pull away in the 
difficult conditions and had 
both Muller and Huff for close 
company. 

Huff re-passed Muller, but 
was handed a drive-through 
penalty for making contact from 
behind under braking. 

He eventually finished sixth, 
with Lopez first and Muller 
second.

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Air Force Blue can 
give O’Brien record

AIR Force Blue is expected to have 
little problem in seeing out the mile 
trip for the first time as he bids to 
give trainer Aidan O’Brien a record- 
breaking eighth success in the 
QIPCO 2000 Guineas at Newmarket 
on Saturday. 

Although the three-year-old - one 
of 17 runners left in the opening 
colts’ Classic alongside stablemates 
Air Vice Marshal, Bravery and Sho¬ 
gun - has yet to race beyond seven 
furlongs - connections believe the 
additional furlong should pose no 
problems to the triple Group One 
winner. 

Reported to have “wintered very 
well”, the son of War Front, win¬ 
ner of last year’s Phoenix Stakes, 
National Stakes and Dewhurst, is 
as short as 4-7 to make a winning 
return to action on the Rowley Mile. 

Speaking at a media event in 
Newmarket, Kevin Buckley, UK 
representative for owners Coolmore, 
said: “He has wintered very well, 
developed, strengthened and his 
training regime has gone perfectly, 
so we are all happy. It has been 
faultless, I believe. 

“The only question is he has 
never run over a mile before, but I 
don’t think it’s really a flaw. 

“Given his physical make up and 
how he has developed and how he 
performed on the Rowley Mile last 
year, there is every reason to believe 
everything will be fine. 

“Clearly there has to be some 
form of concern as he has never 
done it before, but his training and 
physique suggests that it should be 
fine. 

“Until he comes here and does it 
we won’t know for definite.” 

While it is all systems go for Air 
Force Blue, trainer Hugo Palmer 
said Galileo Gold will only take 
his place in the line-up should the 
ground be good or softer. 

After winning the Vintage Stakes 
at Glorious Goodwood last year, the 


Paco Boy colt ended the campaign 
finishing third in the Prix Jean- 
Luc Lagardere at Longchamp in 
October. 

Although not seen out so far 
this year, the A1 Shaqab Racing- 
owned three-year-old posted an 
impressive piece of work in a race¬ 
course gallop at the track before 
racing at the Craven meeting earlier 
this month. 

The Newmarket handler said: “I 


had a long chat with Frankie Dettori 
before the weekend about which 
direction to go. 

“There are 15 days between the 
two races (English and French 
2000 Guineas). There is nothing to 
stop any of the horses running in 
the English Guineas turning up in 
France. 

“Frankie feels that if the ground 
was fast the speedier horses might 
do him for toe in the dip and he 


would be fast finishing, wherever 
he is, coming up the hill. 

“On good ground or slower 
Frankie believes he has got a real 
strong chance. 

“With that in mind, if the ground 
is good ground or slower he will 
take his chance at Newmarket, 
and, depending on what happens, 
Deauville or the Curragh (Irish 
Guineas) would remain an option 
after that.” 


Head-Maarek sets sights on some Midweek magic 


CRIQUETTE Head-Maarek is 
hoping lightning can strike twice 
with another daughter of Motivator 
as Midweek lines up in Sunday's 
QIPCO 1000 Guineas. 

The masterful French handler, 
who has won the Classic three 
times already with Ma Biche, 
Ravinella and Special Duty, trained 
Motivator's most famous offspring, 
dual Arc winner Treve. 

While Midweek has some way 
to go before she can be even 


mentioned in the same breath as 
Treve, there are reasons to believe 
she could be over priced at around 
the 25-1 mark. 

"She will definitely run, she did a 
piece of work on Saturday that really 
pleased me," said Head-Maarek. 

"I know she was beaten in the 
Prix Imprudence, but she will 
definitely be suited by stepping 
back up to a mile as she won over 
that trip last year. 

"She was my best two-year-old 


last season, she was slowly away on 
her debut and should have finished 
much closer than fourth. 

"I've been lucky with Motivator 
as a sire in the past and I'm hoping 
I can be again. She's a good filly 
and will appreciate any cut in the 
ground - it just depends if any of 
the other fillies are better than her." 

Another trainer who thinks his filly 
may be over priced is William Knight 
who saddles Robanne, a fast-finishing 
third to Nathra in the Nell Gwyn. 


"She was drawn on the outside that 
day and Silvestre (De Sousa) didn't 
want to be stuck out wide, so he had 
to drop in further back than ideal. 

"I was really pleased with how 
she finished off, she flew home, and 
will be suited by an extra furlong. 

"She's come on a hell of a lot for 
that run. She hadn't been anywhere 
for a gallop before it and I think 
she's got a decent each-way chance. 

"She'll be my first runner in a 
Classic so it's very exciting."
